RAPS DIVORCE ETHICS. 


Eugenics, Hickson Tests, and 
Other Modern Ideas Come 
in for Sharp Criticisms 
in Speech. 


Judge William N. Gemmill last night 
charged Mayor Harrison with violating 
his oath of office. Crime would be re- 
duced materially, the judge said, if the 
mayor enforced the laws. In this con- 
nection he used the word ™ cowardly.” 

The charge was made in an address on 
“ Governing Ourselves” at the South 
Park Methodist Episcopal church. 

“Every mayor since I cam remember,” 
said the judge, ‘‘ has felt commissioned 
not to enforce certain laws. Who gave 
the mayor the right to say, ‘I will not 
enforce the law ’? 

“Tomorrow 240 cases will come before 
me. Of these 150 will be drunks. Why? 
Because the mayor refuges to enforce the 
law and close the saloons. There is more 
crime late Saturday and Sunday than all 
the rest of the week. If the mayor ob- 
served his oath of office and enforced the 
law this condition would mot exist. 

“Cowardly” Not to Enforce Law.

Let us 
go slow about abolishing divorce. Di- 
vorce is not a sign of degeneracy, but that 
woman is coming into her own. 

“They try to tell us that criminals are 
morons. One of the doctors who Is sup- 
posed to be famous because he studied at 
a German university said 85 per cent of 
the criminals are feeble-minded,”’ con- 
tinued the judge, apparently referring to 
Dr. W. J. Hickson of the psychopathic 
laboratory of the Municipal court. 


Crime Matter of Environment. 
‘*Bosh! Itisn’t true. I’ve had 34U,U00in 
my court, They’re not feeble-minded; 
they’re just like you and me. The diffi- 
culty is they haven’t moral courage or 
weren’t given the proper education. There 
fs nocriminalclass. The problem of crime 
is largely one of environment. 

“We should cultivate moral courage. 
I read of a preacher advocating that we 
quit singing warlike songs, such as ‘ On- 
ward, Christian Soldiers.’

Armies All Gain on the 
' Western Front. 


LONDON, Nov. 8&—The aliles, who 
for two weeks have been hurling back 
furious attacks by the Germans in Bel- 
gium and northern France, have taken 
the offensive and made important ad- 
vances. The losses have been terrific. 
Around Ypres alone the German casual- 
ties are reported at 100,000. 

The success of their enemies is prac- 
tically admitted by the Germans, as the 
statement given out in Berlin tonight 
admits the armies of the kaiser have ad- 
vanced in only one place. That is to the 
west of the Argonne region, where the 
Germans have succeeded in taking from 
the French an important height near 
Vienne-le-ChAateau. They captured sey- 
eral heavy guns there, 

In the Aisne valley around Soissons the 
allies have regained the ground which 
the Germans by fierce assaults had taken 
from them. 

Progress Made by Belgians. 

The Belgians, who are holding the line 
reaching to the coast, have also made 
progress. ? 

The Germans still hold three points on 
the Yser as a guard against flanking at- 
tacks on the right, coming by way of the 
narrow region of sand dunes under cover 
of British monitors. 

They also continue to hold Roulera, but 
have retired three milés south of Dix- 
mude, and considerable forces continue to 
be directed towards Ypres. That city, 
which is being bombarded from a dis- 
tance of eight miles, hardly has a street 
| intact. Two shells struck the famous 
‘thirteenth century Cloth hall, doing much 
damage to that edifice. 


French Official Statement. 

The progress of the allies is described 
by the French war office as follows: 

“To the north the enemy appears to 
have concentrated his activity in the re- 
gion of Ypres, without result. On the River 
Aisne we have reached to the northeast 
of Soissons the plateau of Vregny, on 
which we had mot previously gained a 
foothold. In the region of Vailly and on 
the right bank of the Aisne we strength- 
ened our progress to the north of Cha- 
vonne and Soupir. A German attack on 
Craonnelle and Heurtebize wae repulsed. 

‘‘ Yesterday between the North sea and 
the Lys the fighting was less violent. 
Some attacks, not general, of the enemy 
were repulsed in the direction of Dixmude 
and to the northeast of Ypres. On almost 
all of this front we tn turn took the of- 
fensive and advanced, notably in the re- 
gion to the north of Messines. 

“In the neighborhood of Armentieres 
the British troops progressed slightly. 
Between La Bassee and Arras the attacks 
of the enemy were repulsed. 

» “Tn the neighborhood of Verdun, tothe 
northwest and to the southeast of the 
place, we are establishing the supporting 
ositions recently gained. - 

“ A dense fog prevailed all day in the

Even George Bernard Shaw’s foot has slipped. 
We were convinced that by whatever force of self- 
restraint necessary Mr. Shaw would maintain the 
equanimity of his thought and not yield one quicker 
pulse beat to the attack of war upon his emotions. 
That Belgium should have broken the calm of his 
detached interest is not amazing. England sees a 
great deal of Belgian refugees in misery and suffer- 
ing. Shaw is a gentle man and has suffered as he 
saw suffering. 

But his appeal to reason indicates that he has suc- 
cumbed, and hereafter must be counted among tie 
intellectually incapacitated. His request that Presi- 
dent Wilson obtain a withdrawal of battles from Bel- 
gium and their relocation in the midst of the peoples 
who have made the trouble is not merely a Shavian 
manner of emphasizing Belgium’s undeserved mis- 


eries, but to Mr. Shaw a practical suggestion and an | 


appeal Yor fair play. 

The Germans would reply to Mr. Shaw that they 
are.entirely willing to transfer the battlefields to 
France if the French and British and Belgians will 
retire sufficiently to permit it and the allies would 


mistice for the purpose of retiring into Germany and 
assuming new positions. 

The disposition to get out of Belgium is manifest. 
If Mr. Shaw can suggest a fair method of determin- 
ing in which direction the withdrawal shall be made 
he might persuade the combatants to adopt it. 

His suggestion that they all come to England in- 
dicates a willingness to accept the terrors person- 
ally, which may not be the less sincere because the 
channel makes it inconvenient for the armies to 
come. :

The difficulty is to be removed by the following 
provision that is to be inserted into every statute 
that follows a model “ uniform ” draft: 

“This act shall be so interpreted and construed 
as to effectuate its general purpose to make uniform 
the laws of those states which enact it.” 

Such a provision would be a guide and direct in- 
struction to the judiciary. Of course, “cases” are 
cited by every lawyer who can find them, but the 
trouble is that each side finds the cases that suit 
its purpose. 

Thus identical constitutional provisions. designed 
to give cities home rule have been given conflicting 
interpretations. Judges who favored home rule 
have reasoned one way, resolving doubts in favdér 
of cities; judges who disbelieved In local autonomy 
have erred on the side of the policy of central con- 
trol and emasculated the home rule provisions. 

The question is not one of dictation to the ju- 
diciary; it is one of giving effect to laws and pub- 
lic policies where uniform construction is barred by 
no constitutional doctrine or fixed and reasonable 
custom. 


ACADEMIC FREEDOM. 

Few persons would suspect the profession of 
college professor to be in need of “elevation.” 
But it is, according to Howard Crosby Warren of 
I’rineeton university, who writes in the current 
Atlantic on ‘Academic Freedom.” A _ national 
association of college professors is In the process 
of formation, according to Prof. Warren, to “ ele 
vate the standards of the teaching profession by 
promoting self-respect, initiative, and respons!- 
bility.” ‘ 

The language sounds pretty much like tat one 
hears at. a union labor meeting. Prof. Warren, 
however, cites facts to show that the position of 
the professor is such that he is in need of some 
organization that should come to his aid when ae 
falls victim to favoritism, bigotry, or plain igno- 
rance, 

The professor, says Prof. Warren, is the only 
one today denied a “trial by his peers.” The 
lawyer is responsible for his professional conduct 
to a bar association composed of fellow practition- 
“ers. ‘The physician is governed by a code pre- 
scribed by his own medical association. The clergy 
are amenable solely to ecclesiastical courts or 
chureh dignitaries. The scholar alone, when he 
incurs disapproval, is tried by men outside of his 
profession. He is “dependent for opportunity to 
practice his calling, as well as for material ad- 
vancement, on a governing board which is gen- 
erally controlled by clergymen, financiers, or rep- 
resentatives of the state.” 

This principle of “academic constraint” works 
not only great hardship but injury to the scholastic 
profession. The professor who knows that he is 
aveountable not to scholars who-understand him, 
who can see into his work and his aims, but to 
men who are devoid of technica] training, cannot 
help but become narrow in his outlook and dwarfed 
in ‘his ideals. When he knows that the governing 
board of his institutfon regards him in the light of 
a “hired workman rather than a trained expert” 
he resigns himself to mediocrity and safety. 

Prof. Warren cites a list of cases where scholars 
fad been removed from their positions in recent 
yeats or unjustly forced to resign. He speaks of 
large numbers of “able men remaining year after 
year without promotion or betterment,” while 
equally iarge numbers of unworthy men “are ad- 
vanced throngh favoritism.” \ 

it is sad that such a State of affairs should exist

the attempt at organizing what in everyday lan- 
guage might be termed a “union” of professors 
must ward off all criticism by the plea of self-

Was the taking over of Port Arthur and Talien- 
wan by Russia the utmost mark of the advance of 
Europe on the far east? Port Arthur was China's. 
Japan captured it. Russia took it away from the 
victor. Port Arthur became Russian, Russianizei, 
the Gibraltar of Russia’s empire in the orient. 
Meanwhile at Tsing-Tao Germany was building an- 
other Gibraltar. Kiau-Chau was German, Ger- 
manized. England was long before them at Hong 
kong, and she took another foothold at Wei-Hai-Wei. 

These were outposts of Durope’s farthest advance 
upon Asia. Then Port Arthur fell before Nosgi. 
Was that the turn of the tide? After seven years 
the Germans lose Tsing-Tao. What will go next? 
Are the Asiatics taking back Asia? 

History will have an interesting tale to tell of the 
invasion of the east by the west, and it would be a 
confident observer who would say at this moment 
what the course of events is now to be. If Germany 
triumphs and her great dream of a new Rome be- 
comes a reality the loss of today may be canceled. 
But if she fail, what then? Will Japan go unpaid 
for her service? She has paid blood for Tsing-Tao. 
She has done more. Her power has been recog- 
nized; her aid has been eagerly sought by the great 
powers of the west. When the European conflict is 
over her place will be higher than ever, her pres- 
tige greater, her power in every sense augmented. 
In the readjustment of imperial politics which will 
follow peace her voice will be well nigh decisive as 
to the situation in the far east. If in the course of 
this war she is called upon, as she may very well be, 
to take an even more costly and important r6le in 
events than she has thus far, as, for example, in the 
case of serious internal disturbances in India or 
Egypt, her pay will be the higher when the account- 
ing is reached. If her hegemony in the far east is 
implicitly accepted now there will be no doubt of it

NO PLACE LIKE HOME. 

We have been overdoing the “institution cure” 
in this country, thinks James A. Leonard, presi- 
dent of the American Prisons association. Noth- 
ing is so important in the upbringing of children as 
a. home atmosphere, individual attention, and per- 
sonal attachment. The impersonal manner in which 
children necessarily have to be handled in institu- 
tions does not ignite a moral or spiritual flame in 
their souls. It doea not unfold the young heart 
to faith in kindness. Institutional bringing up 
of children kills, enthusiasm and breeds apathy and 
indifference. 

Dr. Richard C. Cabot in his book, “‘ What Men 
Live By,” holds a similar opinion. It would be 
well for the social welfare agencies of this coun- 
try fo take cognizance of these views. Many an 
inferior home is a better place for the child than 
a good institution. A good mother’s influence is 
the strongest antidote against the worst surround- 
A mother’s appeal will win the “ bad boy” 
over much more readily than a cut and dry lecture 
by an institution superintendent. 

The familiar line, “ there is no place like home,” 
holds good for more homes than many well mean- 
ing and sympathetic reformers suspect.

HEN Medlaerr wrote about foot 
and mouth disease in the human 
subject he wasabie to gather to- 
gether histories of 140 cases. 
In the medical history of the en- 
tire .world there had been recorded less 
than 200 cases of human foot and mouth 
disease. 

Nicolaier said he was sure there had 
been more cases and with this Sergel 
agreed. In fact every one who has writ- 
ten om the subject has agreed that the 
physicians have failed’ to recognize many 
of the cases of foot and mouth, disease. 
How could it be otherwise with a disease 
@o rare and so little understood? How 
can you expect an American physician to 
make a diagnosis? 


= 

But after due allowance has beem made 
the fact remains that foot and mouth dis- 
ease is not now and never has been much 
of a menace to human beings. It is not 
at all to be compared with consumption, 
typhold fever, pneumonia, scariet fever, 
or any other of a dozen diseases which 
are always with us. Aside from the fact 
that it has rarely affected persons there 
is the ease with which human beings can 
protect themselves against it. 

Meat is not a menace. Meat from gov- 
ernment controlled slaughter houses is 
not a menace in the raw state. Cooked 
meat is absolutely safe. Pasteurized 
milk is safe and any citizen can get pas- 
teurized milk. The man who purchases 
raw milk is needlessly endangering his 
family. Of course this has always been 
true, but this is a good time to say it 
again because the people are heeding bet- 
ter than usual. 

Butter from pasteurized mflk—usually 
called pasteurized butter—is also safe. 
There is plenty of that on the market. 
Anybody who wants pasteurized butter 
can get it.

This is the most threatening foot and 
mouth disease epidemic this country has 
witnessed. The developments of the last 
week have demonstrated that it has a 
firm hold. The method which worked so 
well in the 1908 epidemic may not be so 
successful this time. But that is a stock- 
men's peril. The consumer of milk and 
meat has no reason to be panicky.

tary career in Egypt, where he was 

one of the principal lieutenants of 

Lord Kitchener in all the opera- 
tions connected with the reconquest of the 
Soudan, it is only natural that the field 
marshal should have selected him for the 
supreme military command in the landof 
the Nile, where martial law has fust been 
proclaimed by the English. 

Sir John, who has always rejoiced 
among his cronies in the nickname of 
“ Conky,” owing to his generous allow- 
ance of nose, has an American wife, the 
daughter of the late Charles W. Bonynge, 
one of the California “ forty-niners,”’ and 
during the Boer war was military gov- 
ernor of Pretoria. 

Subsequently he served flor a considera- 
ble time om the military staff of the Duke 
of Connaught, when the prince was com 
mander in chief in Ireland, and after~ 
wards when he was inspector general of 
the army. 

Later on, in 1908, Str John was appointed 
to command of the British forces in 
Egypt, which he held until two years 
ago, and to which he is now reappointed 
with vastly increased power. 


~~ 

Although Sir John has done his fair 
Share of fighting in the Soudan and in 
South Africa, he excels asa shrewd and 
tactful administrator rather than as a 
Strategist and, thanks to the near quarter 
of a century which he spent in Egypt in 
various military capacities, possesses an 
unrivaled experience with me: and condi- 
tions there. 

He knows of all the anti-Englieh in- 
trigues of the khedive, of the members of 
the khedivial family, and of the pro- 
Turkish upper classes and big land own~ 
ers; is cognizant of the exact degree to 
which the various native dignitaries and 
officials are to be depended upon; is keen- 
by alive to all the weak points of the 
British hold on Egypt, and above all has 
retained in an altogether remarkable de~ 
gree the affection and regard of the native 
Egyptian army, which does not forget 
that he commanded the Egyptian troops 
umdier Lord Kitchener at the battle of 
Omdurman in 1898, that Egyptian division 
which contributed so much to the fortunes 
of the day, and which covered itself there 
with lasting fame.

Apropos of Egypt and the hostilities 
upon which Turkey has embarked against 
Great Britain and its allies, it is idle to 
think that the sultan’s proclamation of 
a holy war will have the effect of raising 
the entire Moslem world, not only ip 
Egypt but also in India and in Persia, 

Under existing circumstances it le be- 
yond the power of the sultan effectively 
to proclaim a jehador holy war. The rea- 
son for this ia that, according to the doo- 
trines of Islam, the whole world is divided 
into Dar-ul-Harab—that is to say, the 
land of enmity—and Dar-ul<Islam, or the 
land of faith, and that it is only in the for- 
‘mer that a holy war may be proclaimed. 

The question whether a country euch 
as Egypt, under Christian protection, or 
Indie, under British rule, is a Dar~ul- 
Harab, that is, a land of enmity, has 
naturally excited inquiry on the part of 
the English government. 

Some years ago one of the principal 
Moslem dignitaries in India proceeded to 
Mecca and obtained a fetva, or judictal 
pronouncement, from the grand sheik 
of Mecca, that is to say, the supreme 
prelate of the faith, ae to whether India 
is Dar-ul-Ie#lam or Dar-ubHarab. The 
fetva was delivered in Arabic, in the fol- 
lowing form: 

*‘ All praises are due to Allah. He ie 


S Lieut. Gen. Sir John Maxwell has . 
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lord of all creation. O, Allah! Increase 
my kmowledge. As long as the observ- 
ances of Islam prevail in the land, it is 
Dar-ul-I#lam. Allah is omniscient, pure 
and exalted. This is the fetva delivered 
by one who hopes for the favor of Allah 
and who praises and prays for blessings 
and peace on his prophet. (Sigmed) Janal, 
Son of Abdullah, Mufti of the Blessed 
Mecca.” 

This decision, which has mever been 
disputed, has established the fact that 
India and Egypt, and, in fact, all coun- 
tries where the followers of the prophet 
are free to follow the observances oftheir 
faith and are not versecuted on account 
of their religion, are Dar-ul-islam and 
are lands in which a jehad or holy war 
canmot be lawfully proclaimed. 

~~ 

There is only one dignitary who has the 
real power to proclaim a jehad, and that 
is the lawful successor to the position of 
the caliph. 

The sultans of Turkey have put forward 
more or less timid pretensions thereto 
which are a subject of derision outside 
Constantinople, and that are ridiculed in 
Egypt, in Arabia, in India, and in fact 
everywhere else throughout the Moslem 
world, since the sultan can show no 
descent, direct or indirect, from the fam- 
ily of the prophet. 

Outside the Ottoman empire the name 
of the sultan of Turkey, indeed, is never 
mentioned in the liturgy of Islam on Fri- 
day, the Moslem Sabbath, and the one 
reason above all others which would pre- 
vent him from attempting to proclaima 
holy war is that it would raise objections 
on doctrinal grounds throughout the en- 
tire Moslem world to his pretensions to 
the caliphate. 


> 
Lord Durham was ao deeply attached to 
his twin brother, Col. the Hon. Frederick 
William Lambton, that he will be pro- 
foundly affected by his death, which has 
just taken place in battle in France. 
The intimacy between twin brothers is 


always very strong. There seems to be a 


sort of mysterious tie of sympathy be- 
tween twins, and in the case of Lord 
Durham and his brother, Fred, it was 
exceptionally strong. 

Fred Lambton used to declare himself 
to be a living example of the evils of being 
unpunctual, stating that by arriving just 
five minutes late in the world he had lost 
an earldom and family estates yielding 
an income of some $500,000 a year and 
had been forced to content himself with 
a beggarly pittance of $20,000 per annum. 

As Lord Durham is childless, Fred 
Lambton stood next in line of succession 
to the family honors and estates, which 
will now go to the oldest of his three boys, 
John Frederick Lambton, an infantry 
officer, 30 years of age, who is also at the 
front.

Although Fred Lambton had tnherited 
the family irascibility, for which, the 
members of this house always have been 
distinguished, he was universally popu- 
lar. 

The earldom of Durham, indeed, owes 
its existence to the irascibility of the 
Lambtons. Fred’s grandfather, Sir John 
George Lambton, popularly known as 
“ Radical Jack,” became so impossible in 
the house of commons by reason of his 
quarrelsome character, the vigor of his 
abusive utterances, and the heat of his 
temper that he was transferred to the 
calmer and more soothing atmosphere of 
the house of lords as first Karl of Durham. 
He is remembered on this eide of the At- 
lantic as the most remarkable of all the 
British governors general of Canada and 
as the author of the principles on which 
the dominion has been administered ever 
since his time.

There 
now appears an indebtedness against the 
store whith was incurred by the former 
owner. Can I be made to pay the bills, 
and is it possible for me to have the party 
who sold the store punished? A: Hi. 

In the event that this purchase was made 
after July 1, 1918, you are Mable for these 
outstanding bills unless at least five days be- 
fore the oonsummation of such sale you re- 
ceived from the seller a written statement 
under oath containing a full list of his cred- 
ltors, their addresses, and the amounts owing 
to each, and gave to the said creditors, either 
personally or by registered letter, five days 
before the completion of the sale, a notice of 
the sale. The seller is liable to you for any 
amounts which you have to pay out on debts 
contracted by him, and if he made a false 
statement to you in regard to the outstanding 
claims he is liable to be fined or imprisoned.

1. A common law marriage is a marriage 
contracted by a man and woman without 
obtaining a license and having a ceremony 
performed. The requisites are a present in- 
tention of becoming man and wife, followed by 
living together as such, and acknowledging 
the marriage to the public.

8. The children of a valid common law mar 
riage are heirs of their parents and must be 
supported in the same way as children of any 
other marriage. 

Since July 1, 1905, there has been a law fn 
Illinois prohibiting common law marriages.

Bear Brunt of Moose Fight. 

The underlying idea of the activity of 
Senator Sherman’s friends, who are un- 
derstood to be unopposed in their views 
by the senator himself, is that Illinois 
and New York should be the top liner 
features in the next national convention. 
These two states, they point out, bore 
the brunt of the Roosevelt and Moose firs 
last Tuesday, and both disclosed a re- 
habilitated Republican party, strong 
enough, the anti-Roosevelt leaders now 
assert, to form the nucleus fora virtually 
complete-amalgamation of the two forces 
for the next big battle. 

Irrespective of the attitude that may 
be assumed by the Moose leaders of 1912 
and this year, the Sherman and Whitman 
people hold, the rank and file of the Moose 
movement will return to the Republican 
fold for a united fight on the Democrats. 


Sherman Has Eyes on Top Place. 

That Senator Sherman has been fo- 
cusing his political optics on the presi- 
dency for some timer has been known to 
his close friends. They place [llinois. 
with its twenty-nine presidential electors 
in the Republican column without any 
element. of doubt, as they do also New 
York with her forty-five members of the 
electoral college. 

The first shot is to be fired publicly tn 
the United States senate in December. 
Mr. Sherman plans to arise to a question 
of personal privilege and then more fully 
and completely work out of his system all 
the burning thoughts he has respecting 
Col. Roosevelt. This speech, if the plan 
is carried out, will be calculated to start 
the countryside talking of Sherman as

Now come the Democrats with a table 
whict: “ shows” that Woodrow Wilson 
would have had 807 votes in the electoral 
college as compared with only 220 for the 
Republican. One state, having four votes 
in the college, is set down as doubtful by 
the Democrats.

Peas and Potato. 


N cooking green split peas it is nota 
bad plan to use a little more water 
than is actually needed, then when 
this is done pour it off into something 
and keep it until the next day, or even 

for two days in a cool place to help make 
@ quick meal. If very cold it will keep 
for weeks. 

Pea and Potato Puree—Boil and mash 
potatoes and add to them the warmed up 
pea liquor, half and half, seasoning with 
butter, salt, and perhaps some cream. 
Use a vegetable, if not too thin, or thin 
to a soup consistency with hot milk. This 
may be made a highly palatable combi- 
nation, and since small potatoes cut in 
half may be boiled in fifteen minutes it 
is a convenient one. 

In planning our winter diet economical- 
ly, let us remember that, pound for 
pound, the legumes (peas, beans, lentils) 
have higher caloric value—that is, con- 
tain more nutrient energy ready to be 
transformed into body energy, through 
digestion and assimilation, than any meat 
or the best cereals.

Car- 
rots may be used instead, steamed and 
mashed carrots which are 80 delicious of 
themselves, since the pea and carrot com- 
bination, so often made with canned peas, 
is a favorite. 

Another way to use this pea liquor is to 
thicken it a little with flour and butter, 
and perhaps flavor it with additional veg- 
etables; onion can be added in consider- 
able quantity to any cooked dry pea and 
not be noticeable except as increased pal- 
atableness. 

The favorite seasoning for a fine pea 
soup in certain parts of the world is dried 
mint powdered and sprinkled into the 
soup when it is inthe plate. One who has 
not tried this will be surprised to find how 
much of quality it adds. It is a good 
way to vary the taste if pea soup is to 
be served twice in the week, as it may 


well be when very good. 

Of course, a thick meat stock is con- 
sidered a great addition to most vegeta- 
ble soups, and a combination of pea liquor 
with an equal amount of well flavored 
heavy stock, each a leftover perhaps, is 
a good way of utilizing two valuable sup-

As the work of 
building progresses they advance sums 
of money to the contractor, first being as- 
sured both by inspection of the building 
and by affidavits of the contractor that 
the money has been earned.

Renting or Owning a Home. 

F. M—If, instead of paying $32.50 a 
month rent for an apartment you buy a 
two flat building for $8,200, paying $2,000 
down, then live in one apartment and 
rent the other for $40 a month, you will, 
in theory at least, be the gainer.

Previous practices in years of unsettled val- 
ues, as in 1907. have been to take prices on | 
one day in each month and on the last day of 
the previous year, divide by thirteen and use 
the average so obtained.

If any harsh policy had been employed by 
insurance commissioners it would have placed 
the companies in an embarrassing position as 
thetr surpluses would have been greatly re- 
duced and in many cases wiped out entirely. 
The decision of the insurance commissioners 
as to valuing securities meets with general 
approval.

Insurance Heads to Meet. 


The forthcoming annual meeting of the 
Association of Life Insurance Pres'dents tn 
New York will be devoted chiefly to rather 
a unique subject, which is characterized in 
the formal announcement as “ fireside cam- 
paigning.’’ The idea of the association is to 
see whether more can be done by I'fe insur- | 
ance men in enlisting the women in the cause | 
of life. insurance. 

Women are the chief beneficiaries of life | 
insurance protection, but it is a questicn of | 
just how much concerned they are in initiating 
life insurance. Policies are, for the most part, 
sola4 to men at their places of bus'ness, and 
the wives are not consulted about the transac- 
tion. Manager Robert Lynn Cox of the presi- 
dents’ association declares that more life 
insurance could be sold if the women who 
become beneficiaries were more acquainted 
with the functions and provisions of life in- 
surance. Therefore the question will be 
broached whether agents should not do more 
soliciting in the homes when the women are 
present. 

It is thought that if the women become more 
-keenly interested in the subject there will be 
less borrowing on life insurance policies. The 
practice of mortgaging life insurance contracts 
to raise money for various ends is increasing, 
anf the companies are discouraging it as much 
as possible. 

The purpose of the program is to furnish 
ideas to marshal the feminine forces of the 
land not only to initiate but to conserve life 
insurance.
